TERSE  TALKS  ON  TRADE  TOPICS:  IJilnd 

Road-Safety  “  Witch  Hunt  ” 

The  “witch  hunt”  conducted  for  so  many  years  in  the 
name  of  road  safety,  is  on  again.  And  success — as  we 
have  for  so  many  years  warned  that  it  would— is  going 
more  and  more  to  the  hunters.  As  shown  in  last  week’s  issue, 
when  anti-motoring  interests  found  support  for  their  cry  of 
“Witch!”  in  Luton  (among  other  places)  recently,  a  stunt  was 
put  on  of  inspecting  vehicles  on  the  road  by  means  of  a  “spot 
scrutiny,”  and  fines  were  imposed  on  the  drivers  of  vehicles 
said  to  be  in  an  “unroadworthy”  condition. 

The  stunt  was  carefully  reported  to  Parliament,  whereupon 
the  Government  approved  it  as  “one  of  the  best  ways  of  identi¬ 
fying  vehicles  which  should  not  be  on  the  road.”  “The  idea 
must  be  pushed  with  vigour,”  says  the  Minister  of  Transport. 
Why  not,  when  it  most  conveniently  diverts  attention  from 
the  real  answer  to  the  road  accident  question — the  provision 
of  adequate  roads? 

But  wait.  What  did  the  Government  say  later  in  the 
debate,  in  reply  to  pressure  (stronger  than  it  has  ever  been 
before)  for  adoption  of  the  compulsory  examination  idea?  A 
Home  Office  spokesman  said  that  “evidence  .  .  .  does  not 
show  that  a  large  number  of  accidents  is  due  to  defective 
vehicles.”  Can  you  beat  that?  Either  the  Government  is  not 
aware  that  it  is  talking  inconsi.ctent  nonsense,  or  else  it  is 
being  panicked  into  action  by  a  vociferous  minority. 

Whatever  the  reason,  the  effect  is  a  damnable  interference 
with  people  going  about  on  their  lawful  occasions.  Can  we 
now  expect  a  “spot  scrutiny”  of  pedestrians  for  firearms  and 
jemmies?  Or  a  “spot  scrutiny”  of  houses  for  lethal  weapons 
and  unlicensed  dogs  and  radios?  We  think  not  Motor  vehicle 
drivers  are  in  a  “criminal”  class  apart. 

A  reader  in  our  Motor  Trade  Parliament  says  that  no 
doubt  we  are  disturbed  by  the  recent  talk  about  road  accidents. 
We  are.  We  have  been  for  years.  And  we 
shall  continue  to  voice  our  anxiety  until 
motoring  interests  become  as  clever  and 
persistent  as  the  “witch  hunters.”

“W  e  seem  t  o

Some  of  the 
inter-wiring  is  undisturbed,  and  will

The  agreement  for  the  exchange  of

S.E.  London  inquiry 

BJECTIONS  were  raised  by  Director 
S.  G.  Smith,  of  S.  G.  Smith  (Motors), 
Ltd.,  East  Dulwich,  London,  at  a  pub¬ 
lic  Inquiry  Into  a  proposed  compulsory  pur¬ 
chase  order  under  which  Camberwell 
Borough  Council  would  requisition  the  site 
of  one  of  his  company’s  garages. 

The  Inquiry  was  held  by  a  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  Inspector  at 
Camberwell  Town  Hall  last  week. 

The  council  propose  to  build  houses  on  a 
site  comprising  numbers  80  to  90,  Henslowe 
Road,  East  Dulwich,  part  of  which  property 
— numbers  88  to  90 — Is  owned  by  Mr. 
Smith’s  company. 

Pointing  out  that  the  council  own  num¬ 
ber  78,  Henslowe  Road,  and  use  It  as  a 
garage,  Mr.  Smith  said  :  "They  are  attempt¬ 
ing  to  requisition  my  garage  property  when 
they  have  their  own  garage  property,  also 
adjacent  to  the  proposed  building  site,  at 
the  other  end.  In  the  past  two  or  three 
years  tt  has,  been  used  only  twice  a  year. 
Before  they  take  our  property  they  should 
use  their  own.” 

He  considered  It  unwlae  to  build  houses 


so  near  to  his  garage,  which  will,  if  he  Is 
allowed  to  do  the  rebuilding  he  wants  to  do, 
maintain  an  all-night  service. 

“Careful  as  we  are  In  the  garage  business, 
we  are  sometimes  a  nuisance.  We  cannot 
control  the  noise  of  car-doors,  and  engines 
stopping  and  starting.” 

When  Mr.  Smith  drew  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  council’s  own  garage  site  was 
only  used  for  dumping  gravel,  the  council’s 
representative  replied :  “The  council  has  to 
put  Its  gravel  somewhere.” 

Mr.  Smith  :  “Yes,  I  know  something  of 
the  council’s  work,  I  was  a  member  of  this 
council.  I  also  know  where  they  could  put 
their  gravel.” 

His  company,  he  said,  wished  to  rebuild 
the  garage — which  was  damaged  during  the 
war — and  build  two  houses,  on  the  sites  of 
88  amd  90.  A  night  attendant  would  live 
at  number  90,  and  they  were  prepared  to 
let  88  to  any  tenant  the  council  nominated 
from  its  housing  list. 

The  Ministry  Inspector  will  report  to  the 
Minister  of  Housing  who  will  then  decide 
whether  to  confirm  the  compulsory  pur¬ 
chase  order.

NE  of  the  many  reforms  for 
which  “The  G.  and  M.A.”  has 
consistently  campaigned,  especi¬ 
ally  since  the  war,  is  for  all  road  petrol 
tankers  which  deliver  motor  fuel  to 
garages  to  be  equipped  with  flow¬ 
meters. 

The  majority  of  readers  bciiiR  in  support 
of  our  arguments,  we  think  that  they  wili 
be  interested  in  some  observations  made  by 
R.  E.  Rawsthorne,  District  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures  for  the  County  of 
Essex,  during  a  talk  on  “Volumetric  Dis¬ 
placement  Meters  for  Bulk  Measurement.” 
which  he  gave  at  the  annual  conference  of 
the  Institute  of  Weights  and  Measures 
Administration.  When  this  paper  was  read. 
Councillor  4.  \V  llurdcaslle,  of  Scarborough, 
was  in  the  chair. 

The  talk  was  mainly  concerned  with 
giving  detailed  information  on  the  instal¬ 
ling,  operating  and  testing  of  flowmeters, 
and  stressed  the  Importance  of  the  In¬ 
spectorate  getting  clo.sely  acquainted  with 
the  subject.  We  have  therefore  extracted

Common  abroad 

“Volumetric  displacement  meters  are  u.sed 
for  trade  throughout  the  Americas,  South 
Africa  and  other  Commonwealth  countries. 
Indonesia,  and  many  countries  in  Europe. 
In  America,  volumetric  displacement  meters 
for  bulk  measurement  are  used  on  a  larger 
scale;  and  although  advancement  has  been 
much  .slower  in  the  remaining  countries 
mentioned  above,  it  is  such  that  the 
Weights  and  Measures  authority  in  each  of 
the  respective  countries  is  empowered  by 
regulations  to  verify  and  inspect  these 
measuring  Instruments. 

“In  this  country,  volumetric  displace¬ 
ment  meters  have  been  approved  as  being 
instruments  which  will  not  facilitate  the 
perpetration  of  fraud  when  used  for  the 
measurement  of  petrol  or  lubricating  oils. 

“During  the  past  12  months  I  have  had 
the  privilege  of  examining  Installations  in 
which  volumetric  displacement  meters  have 


been  fitted,  and  I  have  discussed  these 
meters  with  many  interested  parties,  all  of 
wiHun  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  new  form 
<»f  hulk  nieasiireinent  has  eonie  to  stay,  both 
for  installation  work  anil  use  on  road 
tankers.  It  Is  therefore  anticipated  that  the 
use  of  voiiiinetrie  displacement  meters  will 
develop  very  quickly. 

“In  this  country,  up  to  recently,  the 
means  of  measuring  the  liquid  delivered  to 
a  customer  has  been  by  dipstick,  and  we 
are  all  aware  of  the  many  dl.screpancles  that 
have  occurred  from  time  to  time;  including 
the  human  element  concerned  in  handling 
the  delivery. 

“Recently,  there  has  been  a  distinct  Im-

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the  greater 
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provement  In  the  measurement  of  bufk 
liquids  and  some  of  the  larger  petroleum 
companies  have  fitted  volumetric  displace¬ 
ment  meters  to  their  tank  trucks.  Some 
tank  trucks  have  one  meter  ahd  some  as 
many  as  four  meters,  depending  on  the 
capacity  of  the  tank. 

A  matter  of  some  concern  is  that  the 
delivered  gallons  accurately  represent  what 
the  receiver  signs  for.  For  the  receiver  to 
assure  himself  that  the  quantity  received 
is  as  represented  by  the  dipstick,  he  must, 
when  compartment  deliveries  are  made,  in 
.spect  the  manhole  at  the  top  of  the  tank 
both  before  and  after  delivery.  If  two  or 
more  compartments  empty  into  a  common 
manifold,  again  the  receiver  must  inspect 
the  other  manifold  compartments,  during 
unloading,  to  ensure  himself  that  leaking 
or  open  internal  tank  valves  are  not  per¬ 
mitting  a  portion  of  his  load  to  by-pass  into 
other  compartments. 

“On  metered  deliveries,  all  this  Is  elim¬ 
inated;  the  purchaser  need  only  concern 
himself  with  the  difference  before  and  after 
reading  tlie  meter  register.  Apart  from 
meter  inaccuracies,  all  other  causes,  either 
of  error  or  intent,  by  which  the  receiver 
can  be  defrauded,  are  eliminated.  This 
includes  all  potential  sources  of  loss,  such 


as  Improperly  calibrated  compartments,  im¬ 
proper  setting  of  depth  gauges.  Improper 
loading  of  depth  gauges,  leaking  Internal 
valves,  and  material  remaining  in  the  tanks. 
The  meter  not  only  permits  the  purchaser 
greater  convenience  in  checking  his  delivery, 
hut,  in  my  opinion,  gives  him  greater 
assurance  tliat  corre<'t  delivery  is  made. 

Air  eliminator  need 

“Granting  the  Initial  accuracy  of  the 
meter  calibration,  there  is  only  one  condi¬ 
tion  under  which  a  volumetric  displace¬ 
ment  meter  can  show  a  gain,  i.e.,  when  the 
meter  registers  a  greater  quantity  than  is 
actually  delivered.  This  is  where  air  is 
entrained  In  the  liquid.  To  eliminate  this 
source  of  inaccuracy,  it  is  essential  that  an 
air  eliminator  is  effective  for  all  flow  rates 
within  the  design  capacity  of  the  meter. 

“It  is  only  to  be  expected  that  any  piece 
of  working  mechanical  equipment  will  ex¬ 
perience  gradual  deterioration  in  .service; 
and  the  delivery  meter  proves  to  be  of  no 
exception.  From  my  limited  experience  of 
volumetric  displacement  meters.  I  feel  it 
can  be  safely  .said  that  many  millions  of 
gallons  of  liquid  may  be  passed  through  the 
meter  without  wear  reaching  the  point 
where  los.ses  exceed  one  half  per  cent.”

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Tale  of  two  bosses 

MONG  the  trade  friends  with 
whom  I  mixed  during  the  holi¬ 
day  were  two  men  with  vastly 
differest  stories  to  tell.  Both  of  them 
I  know  quite  well,  and  the  first  un¬ 
loaded  a  whole  packet  of  woes. 
Business  has  not  been  at  all  good  with 
him  this  season,  and  he  fancies  the 
accounts  may  actually  show  a  loss,  for 
the  first  time  in  the  firm’s  history, 
at  the  end  of  the  financial  year.  The 
other  chap’s  only  grievance  was  about 
slow  deliveries  from  certain  car  fac¬ 
tories.  He  showed  me  his  July  sales 
figures;  they  were  a  record,  and  would 
have  been  even  higher  if  he  could 
have  got  the  motors.  What.  I  wondered, 
was  the  reason  for  such  vastly  differ¬ 
ent  trading  results  from  two  enter¬ 
prises  that  are  at  any  rate  basically 
similar? 

Poles  apart 

COULD  think  of  only  one  thing. 
Both  fellows  happen  to  be  about 
the  same  age.  and  each  has 
built  up  a  very  substantial  business 
from  quite  small  beginnings.  But 
there  the  resemblance  ends;  their 
methods  of  management  are  poles 
apart.  One  chap  believes  firmly  in 
giving  his  personal  attention  to  every¬ 
thing  that  goes  on.  He  deals,  himself, 
with  fiddling  details;  sits  late  signing, 
by  the  hundred,  circular  letters  of  no 
real  imnortance,  and  that  kind  of 
thing.  The  other,  by  contrast,  might 
be  judged  hardly  ever  to  do  any  real 
work  at  all.  He  is  the  type  who  will 
take  you  out  to  lunch  and  sit  at  the 
table,  gossiping,  until  nearly  4  o’clock. 
What  he  does  is  to  let  his  executives 
get  on  with  their  jobs,  and  never  inter¬ 
fere  so  long  as  things  go  as  he  wishes. 


He  picks  good  men,  of  course,  and 
pays  high  salaries.  My  other  friend’s 
staff  do  not  earn  much;  which  may  be 
fair,  as  they  are  never  expected  to 
make  decisions.  It  is  the  man  who  has 
learned  to  delegate  who  is  raking  in 
the  cash,  while  the  one  who  believes 
that  he  alone  can  cope  finds  himself 
getting  in  the  red.  There  you  have 
the  explanation. 

To  be  revived 

O  achieve  national  recovery,  it 
is  necessary  to  push  all  along 
the  line — and  all  the  time.  The 
same  applies,  of  course,  to  any  indi¬ 
vidual  business.  Since  the  war  the 
loudest  of  the  battle  cries  has  been 
for  increased  production.  It  continues; 
but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
real  aim  is  not  only  to  increase  out¬ 
puts  but  to  offer  more  saleable  goods 
to  our  overseas  customers.  Recently, 
with  the  arrival  of  buyers’  market  con¬ 
ditions,  industrialists  have  been  urged 
to  put  more  drive  into  their  selling 
methods.  Our  trade  has  responded  in 
a  remarkable  manner,  in  some  cases. 
And  what  is  the  next  thing  that  calls 
for  attention,  to  give  our  commerce 
yet  a  further  boost  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion?  I  should  say  one  of  our  very  old 
friends,  to  wit,  business  efficiency,  and 
I  fancy  most  readers  wdll  agree  that 
the  general  standard  in  Britain  is  now 
nothing  like  as  high  as  it  used  to  be 
in  pre-war  days.  We  have  been  hear¬ 
ing  about  this  only  lately  in  the 
“Motor  Trade  Parliament,’’  and  no 
doubt  many  of  us  could  cap  the 
stories  told  there.  The  way  some  firms 
handle  correspondence  nowadays  is 
simply  shocking;  replies  are  delayed 
beyond  all  reason,  and  often  fail  to 
answer  some  of  the  questions  put. 
Perhaps,  when  I  was  a  youngster, 
commercial  men  tended  to  live  in 
something  of  a  business  efficiency 
haze.  It  was  the  fashion  of  the  time, 
and  I  think  infinitely  preferable  to  the 
other  extreme  we  have  reached.

Nuffield  Nursing  Home 

Sir, — I  am  reluctant  to  write  In  critical 
vein  on  the  above  subject,  but  as  I  have 
already  said  to  Mr,  H.  G.  Henly,  my  sole 
wish  In  doing  so  is  to  attract  contributions 
from  Scotland  to  an  object  which  might 
And  more  ready  acceptance  on  this  side  of 
the  border. 

In  common  with  other  Scottish  distribu¬ 
tors  of  Nuffield  products  we  are  in  entire 
sympathy  with  the  principle  of  a  lasting 
memorial  to  Lord  Nuffield.  The  proposal  to 
establish  a  special  nursing  home  for  chronic 
cases  as  outlined  In  Mr.  Henly’s  letter  of 
June  12  is  not  one,  however,  which  makes  a 
strong  appeal  to  us  in  Scotland. 

Whilst  Its  location  has  not  been  Axed  it 
Is  obvious  that  the  Intention  Is  to  establish 
the  home  somewhere  In  the  south  near 
London  where  the  density  of  population  Is 
greatest  and  where  there  will  be  the  greatest 
need  for  such  an  Institution. 

Those  of  us  who  have  had  even  a  little 
experience  of  the  hospitalisation  of  such 
cases  know  that  one  essential  Is  a  fairly 
close  proximity  of  the  patient  or  old  person 
to  his  friends  and  relatives. 

Apart  from  one  very  generous  contribu¬ 
tion  I  know  of  no  real  response  by  the  Scot¬ 
tish  trade  to  Mr.  Henly’s  appeal  and  I  am 
therefore  asking  the  publicity  of  your 
columns  for  a  suggestion  which  the  chair¬ 
man  of  my  company  put  to  Mr.  Henly  on 
June  22. 

It  is  naturally  Impossible  to  establish  a 
separate  nursing  home  in  Scotland,  but 
would  It  not  be  possible  to  earmark  a  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  total  sum  subscribed  as  an 
endowment  to  cover  certain  beds  In  suitable 
institutions  In  Scotland  which  would  give 
priority  to  Scottish  people  who  quallAed 
for  the  kind  of  treatment  envisaged  by  the 
sponsors  of  the  above  proposal? 

One  cannot  be  certain  that  this  modlAca- 
tlon  will  produce  the  enthusiastic  response 
which  one  would  wish  to  an  appeal  for  a 


Nuffield  Memorial.  But  It  does,  at  least, 
make  the  present  proposition  more  accept¬ 
able  to  quite  a  number  of  traders  who  have 
given  the  matter  consideration.

Road  Accidents  And  The  Motor  Trade 

Sir, — No  doubt  you  were  disturbed  by  the 
recent  report  on  road  accidents  and  that 
certain  associations  are  pressing  for  Gov¬ 
ernment  action. 

Although  the  motor  trade  generally  depre¬ 
cates  these  casualties,  we  think  a  lot  of  the 
trouble  Is  caused  by  twentieth  century 
motor  cars  being  asked  to  use  out-of-date 
roads. 

Speed  Is  mentioned  in  the  report  as  being 
the  big  factor  In  accidents.  The  trade,  I 
think,  should  Impress  on  their  customers 
that  speed  is  not  dangerous  If  used  properly 
and  at  the  right  time. 

A  lot  of  accidents  could  be  eliminated  by 
making  proper  roads  and  by-passing  the 
danger  spots.  We  have  busy  roads  which 
narrow  up  and  make  dangerous  spots,  where 
there  is  not  even  a  footpath  on  either  side 
of  the  road  for  pedestrians. 

We  are  sending  you  these  few  suggestions 
as  we  are  afraid  that  if  the  motor  trade  do 
not  take  drastic  action  and  get  the  Ministry 
of  Transport  to  spend  money  on  the  roads, 
the  reactions  may  be  to  the  detriment  of 
the  motor  trade  generally.  When  certain 
busybodies  take  action  they  generally  seem 
to  bark  up  the  wrong  tree. 

We  feel  sure  this  Is  a  time  when  all  organ¬ 
isations  and  all  those  Interested  In  the 
welfare  of  everyone  should  work  out  a 
scheme  that  helps  to  save  lives  but  does 
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not  put  the  clock  back.  No  doubt  the  trade 
will  appreciate  that  we  have  Just  emerged 
from  a  period  of  restrictions.  Now  we  want 
co-operation  and  progress.

Do  you  stock? 

ISHING  to  supervise  the  un¬ 
loading  of  the  goods  it  carried, 
the  writer  recently  made  a 
journey  by  lorry.  The  destination  was 
a  country  village  and  it  soon  became 
apparent  that  the  driver  had  set  out 
with  no  very  clear  idea  of  how  to  get 
there.  He  proposed  making  inquiries 
in  a  nearby  town  which  in  fact  was 
well  off  the  proper  route.  Luckily  I 
remembered  the  lie  of  the  country 
sufficiently  well  to  be  able  to  direct 
him,  and  thereby  save  a  wastage  of 
something  over  a  dozen  miles. 

While  the  owners  of  this  vehicle  have  a 
very  prosperous  business,  It  Is  pretty  clear 
that  they  could  effect  useful  economies  in 
working,  by  keeping  a  closer  check  on  the 
distances  covered  by  their  drivers.  The 
latter  should  be  provided  with  maps,  and 
make  full  use  of  them,  which  would  save 
both  time  and  fuel  that  Is  evidently  being 
squandered  In  quite  unnecessary  meander- 
Ings. 

Maps  are  sold  by  some  garaglsts.  Without 
wishing  to  suggest  that  our  trade  should 
compete  with  the  booksellers,  I  venture  to 
feel  that  this  should  become  general,  and 
for  the  good  reason  that  maps  are  In  fact 
essential  equipment  for  drivers  when  under¬ 
taking  business  Journeys  through  unfam¬ 
iliar  territory. 

When  pigs  motor 

An  Interesting  vehicle  has  lately  been 
comnleted  by  the  Warmley  motor  body 
works,  of  Warmley,  near  Bristol.  It  Is  a  pig 
truck,  with  a  floor  area  of  about  100  sq.  ft. 
A  body  of  this  size  constructed  In  the  usual 
manner,  would  normally  bring  the  unladen 
weight  of  the  vehicle  to  over  3  tons.  That 
would  mean  that  It  would  be  restricted  to 
the  20  m.p.h.  speed  limit,  and  It  was 
accordingly  decided  to  make  use  of  light 
alloys,  so  the  finished  truck  Is  well  within 
the  3-ton  limit. 

The  body  Is  mounted  on  an  Albion  chas¬ 
sis,  and  has  several  Interesting  design 
features.  Including  an  Ingenious  folding 
ramp  which  can  be  operated  by  one  man. 
Noral  alloys  were  used  throughout,  and  the

truck  has  the  advantage  of  being  easy  to 
clean  down,  and  Is  far  more  hygienic  than 
a  body  with  a  wooden  floor  would  be,  which 
Is  a  great  advantage  In  view  of  the  purpose 
for  which  it  Is  to  be  used.  The  Warmley 
concern  have  considerable  experience  In 
light  body  construction. 

Helping  the  passengers 

Strangers  to  London  and  other  cities  fre¬ 
quently  complain  that  they  are  apparently 
expected  to  know  the  number  of  the  bus  to 
catch  for  any  point  to  which  they  wish  to 
go.  Their  grumbles  are  perhaps  not  alto¬ 
gether  without  reason,  and  p.s.v.  operators 
should  have  some  regard  for  the  fact  that 
not  all  passengers  are  familiar  with  their 
services.  A  case  came  to  notice  recently 
that  Is  worth  quoting  In  this  connection. 

Wishing  to  travel  to  a  nearby  village  my 
Informant  made  his  way  to  the  city  bus 
station,  which  Is  a  very  large  one  and  used 
by  services  coming  from  a  wide  area  of  the 
country.  The  particular  bus  he  wanted  Is 
run  by  a  garaglst  In  a  small  way  of  business, 
and  the  service  Is  Infrequent.  At  the  coach 
station  he  made  Inquiries  at  various  offices, 
but  at  none  could  he  obtain  any  Information 
as  to  the  times,  while  even  the  attendants 
In  the  park  were  uncertain  In  their  replies. 

Ultimately  when  the  bus  did  arrive,  the 
driver  was  unable  to  provide  a  handbill 
giving  particulars  of  the  service,  which  the 
Inquirer  hoped  to  use  on  future  occasions. 

No  doubt  this  particular  bus  Is  normally 
used  mostly  by  regular  travellers,  but  the 
owner  might  well  take  steps  to  enable  occas¬ 
ional  visitors  to  find  out  the  information 
which  they  seek.

PETROL  PUMP  TOLERANCE  “  MUCH  TOO  LIBERAL  ” 

DARLINGTON  CHIEF  INSPECTOR  CALLS  FOR  REFORM 


I.OSS  FKOM  INACt'l  KACY 

URING  last  summer,  all  measuring 
instruments,  both  for  petrol  and  oil, 
were  tested  in  Darlington,  and  out 
of  84  pumps  dealt  with,  12  were  rejected 
for  repair  or  replacement,  states  the  annual 
report  for  the  year  ended  March  31  last  of 
Mr.  R.  Billings,  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights 
and  Measures  for  Darlington. 

Each  petrol  pump  was  tested  by  passing 
about  15  gallons  of  petrol  through  it,  which 
meant  that  over  1,200  gallons  of  spirit  had 
to  be  returned  to  storage  tanks. 

.All  the  latter  are  now  locked  or  sealed, 
stales  the  report,  and  Inspectors  are  pro¬ 
vided  with  keys  fur  opening  the  tanks  by 
the  respective  petrol  companies. 

Commenting  upon  these  inspections,  Mr. 
Billings  says:  '‘The  sale  of  petrol  and  oil 
is  a  big  busine.ss  now,  especially  since 
branded  petrol  came  back  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  to  brighten  the  motorists’ 
future 

“Hut  the  high  grade  petrol  and  very  high 
prices  have  made  the  need  for  our  help 
of  even  grejiter  Importance.  \  petrol  pump 
not  in  accurate  adjustment  can  dispose  of 


tile  profits  of  several  others  in  a  very  short 
time.  On  the  other  hand,  deficiencies  due 
to  faults  In  measuring  meters  can  make 
motoring  even  more  expensive.” 

In  a  supplementary  report  for  the 
quarter  ended  June  30,  Mr.  Billings  states 
that  the  inspection  of  petrol  pumps  in  the 
borough  began  in  June,  and  up  to  the  end 
of  the  month  56  Instruments  had  been 
tested,  and  out  of  these  three  pumps  were 
rejected  or  advised  for  repair  or  adjustment. 

He  reports  that  there  is  great  concetn 
among  the  occupiers  or  owners  of  petrol 
filling  stations  about  the  accuracy  of  their 
pumps  these  days,  and  errors  must  be  kept 
to  an  absolute  minimum  with  the  present 
high  prices  of  petrol. 

“We  have  been  happy  to  co-operate  here,” 
he  adds,  “and  to  indicate  the  errors  found, 
particularly  where  considered  high  although 
within  tliose  prescllied  by  Weights  and 
^  .Pleasures  law. 

“Tile  latter  is  much  too  liberal  and  pre¬ 
sent  prej'islon  meters  can  he  expected  to 
work  to  much  finer  limits.  It  is  lioped  that 
future  new  legislation  will  deal  with  this 
matter  on  its  merits.”

Hutchison  and  Wilde.  Ltd.,  Reliance 
Garage.

A  flower-bedded  forecourt  gives  an  added 
attraction  to  the  well-designed  petrol  pump 
station. 

At  present  the  premises  are  contained  In 
a  single  storey  building,  but  the  company 
hope  at  a  later  date  to  erect  a  .second  storey 
to  be  used  as  a  restaurant.

BIG  ORDERS  RECEIVED 
Orders  to  the  retail  value  of  $20,000,000 
(about  £7,000,000)  for  Fordson  diesel 
tractors  have  been  received  by  the  Ford 
Motor  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Dagenham.  These 
orders,  the  company  say,  follow  the  recent 
visit  to  the  U.S.A.  of  their  Managing 
Director,  Sir  Patrick  Ileiinessy, 

Initial  shipments  are  already  on  their 
way — destined  for  Birmingham,  Michigan, 
which  is  only  about  ten  miles  from  Detroit. 

During  the  last  four  months  of  this  year, 
diesel  tractors  to  the  value  of  $3,000,000 
will  leave  Dagenham  for  work  on  U.S.  farms, 
and  preliminary  estimates  for  1954  put  this 
new  diesel  tractor’s  dollar  earning  capacity 
at  about  six  times  that  figure  for  next  year. 

Production  at  Dagenham,  the  company 
report,  has  attained  new  records  with 
vehicles  of  all  kinds  coming  off  the  assembly 
lines  at  the  rate  of  1.000  each  day,  the 
highest  in  their  history.  This  will  be 
stepped  up  still  higher  to  meet  the  demands 
of  American  farmers  and  those  in  other 
promising  new  territories.

INDIAN  MOTOR  WORKERS 
AWARDED  BONUS 

TO  BE  PAID  BY  FORD  AM)  G.M. 

The  Ford  Motor  Co.  and  General  Motors, 
which  have  been  given  three  years  to  wind 
up  their  assembly  operations  in  India,  have 
now  been  ordered  to  pay  a  bonus  equal  to 
six  months’  wages  to  all  employees  who 
worked  for  them  in  India  during  1951. 

The  order  was  made  by  an  Industrial 
Awards  Tribunal  and  was  confirmed  by  the 
Labour  Appellate  Tribunal  in  Bombay  when 
the  two  firms  made  a  Joint  appeal  against  it. 

The  appeals  were  considered  together, 
.said  the  Bombay  tribunal,  because  “the 
financial  position  of  both  concerns  Is  beyond 
doubt,  the  available  surplus  out  of  which 
the  bonus  can  be  paid  is  very  large  and  the 
type  of  work  Is  similar.” 

General  Motors  have  been  assembling  cars 
from  Imported  knocked-down  parts  in  a 
Bombay  factory  since  1928.  Ford  began 
assembly  in  1930  in  Madras  and  later  estab¬ 
lished  other  factories  in  Bombay  and  Cal¬ 
cutta. 

The  Indian  Tariff  Commission,  which 
recently  investigated  the  motor  industry, 
reported  that  new  measures  were  necessary 
to  speed  up  its  development  on  a  sound 
basis. 

AIAMFACTI  RE  OR  AS.SE.MBLY 

There  was  general  agreement  among  those 
who  presented  their  views  to  the  Commis¬ 
sion  as  to  the  desirability  of  establishing  an 
Indian  motor  Industry,  but  there  were  dif¬ 
ferent  views  as  to  how  this  should  be  ac¬ 
complished. 

One  view  was  that  if  Indian  manufac¬ 
turers  were  given  all  the  protection  they 
wanted,  they  would  be  able  to  make  cars  at 
a  reasonable  price  and  thus  extend  the 
volume  of  demand. 

The  other  was  that,  as  an  intermediate 
step,  the  assembly  of  more  cars  in  India 
from  knocked-down  parts  should  be  con¬ 
tinued  and  encouraged,  so  that  eventually 
the  volume  of  demand  would  Increase  to 
such  an  extent  that  it  would  become  eco¬ 
nomical  to  establish  an  all-Indian  motor 
industry. 

The  Tariff  Commission  considered  both 
these  views  and  then  reported  :  "We  con¬ 
sider  that  if  reliance  is  placed  on  the  evo¬ 
lutionary  process,  it  may  take  decades  be¬ 
fore  the  manufacture  of  motor  vehicles 
becomes  possible  in  India.” — B.U.P.

PRICES  REDITED  ON  At'OrST  1 

Ford  Motor  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Dagenham,  a.s 
from  August  1  reduced  the  prices  of  their 
diesel  tractors  by  over  £40  in  the  home 
market.  The  revised  prices  are  : '  - 

Rowcrop  tractor,  diesel  engine,  with 
pneumatic  tyres,  steering  brakes  and  elec¬ 
tric  starter,  £496  Ss.;  Rowcrop  tractor, 
diesel  engine,  with  pneumatic  tyres,  steering 
brakes,  electric  starter,  lighting,  hydraulic 
lift  and  linkage,  pulley  and  power  take-off, 
£570.  Commercial  tractor,  diesel  engine, 
with  standard  equipment,  electric  light  and 
starter,  £566  10s. 

In  making  the  announcement  Deputy 
Chairman  and  Managing  Director  Sir 
Patrick  llennessy  says: — 

“In  July  last  year,  we  reduced  the  prices 
of  all  nur  products,  believing  that  this  was 
the  greatest  contribution  we  could  make 
towards  national  recovery. 

“Recently,  we  have  completed  our  plans 
for  accommodating  the  production  of 
Thames  commercial  vehicles  In  a  new 
300,000  sq.  ft.  two-floor  building  situated 
immediately  to  the  north  of  the  main  fac¬ 
tory.  This  new  building  will  be  in  full 
operation  within  a  few  weeks,  resulting  in 
greater  production  capacity  and  efficiency.

WITH  MORE  TRANSPORT  ON  ROADS 

"More  batteries  are  being  called  for,  as 
transport  Is  Increasingly  employed  to  move 
the  world’s  goods  and  more  transport 
vehicles  are  being  used  to  provide  better 
service  to  the  public,  together  with  con¬ 
tinued  expansion  In  the  growth  of  private 
cars  for  business  and  pleasure  purposes.” 
Chairman  John  Oldham,  of  Oldham  and 
Son,  Ltd.,  told  the  annual  meeting  of  his 
company. 

There  had  been  considerable  changes  In 
the  situation  as  regards  automobile  bat¬ 
teries  during  the  past  year.  The  12  months

HIT  BY  .M()«E  COMPETITION 

Explaining  the  main  reasons  for  the  fall 
In  the  company’s  profits  of  about  £138.000, 
before  tax.  Chairman  Brigadier  S.  K.  Thorn- 
burii,  O.B.E.,  M.C..  of  Edmunds,  Walker  and 
Co.,  Ltd.,  told  the  annual  meeting  that, 
firstly,  this  was  caused  by  the  general  wave 
of  uncertainty  as  to  whether  the  Chancellor 
would  reduce  the  purchase  tax  on  cars  in 
his  1953  Budget.

— This  Is  another  book  In  the  series 
which  Ls  being  published  in  this  country 
by  the  Technical  Press,  Ltd.  Each  one 
of  these  books  was  originally  written  in 
America  for  repairers  over  there,  but 
there  is  so  much  Information  in  them 
which  can  be  of  vital  use  to  garaglsts 
in  this  country  that  the  publishers  are 
to  be  congratulated  on  making  them 
available  here.  The  general  idea  of  the 
•series  is  that  by  their  help  the  repair 
man  can  become  independent  of  manu¬ 
facturers’  repair  manuals  and  get  to 
know  the  basic  facts  of  motor  vehicle 
design  so  that  he  can  make  his  own 
diagnosis  of  a  fault  quickly  and  accur¬ 
ately  without  recourse  to  books  at  all. 
And  each  book  is  certainly  written  fully 
enough  to  make  this  seem  possible  if 
the  whole  contents  are  assimilated.  ThLs 
volume  goes  into  all  the  details  of  main¬ 


taining  and  servicing  fuel  and  ignition 
systems  for  both  petrol  and  diesel 
engines,  coil  and  magneto  ignition.  The 
final  chapter  gives  a  series  of  checks  and 
adjustments  which  can  be  carried  out 
to  advantage  after  any  troubles  in 
either  system.  Throughout  the  book  is 
written  with  the  object  of  familiarising 
the  reader  with  the  methods  of  detect¬ 
ing  any  kind  of  fault  quickly  and 
accurately.

Ke-trimming  a  Car.  —  This  book  by

The  company  was  incorporated  to  take  over  a 
business  previously  carried  on  at  Wiml>orne  Rd. 
Mr.  Morris  said  that  the  company  was  not  very 
successful  from  the  hegrnning  and  up  to  1951  it 
was  mainly  supported  by  loans  from  the  directors, 
who  were  at  that  time  the  largest  creditors. 
.\ccount8  showed  that  for  the  period  to  Jan.,  UMS, 
the  conapany  made  a  profit  of  £44,  but  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year  it  suffered  a  nett  loss  of  £461.  For 
the  year  to  Jan.,  1960,  the  nett  loss  was  £1,815, 
but  in  the  next  year  a  nett  profit  was  again  earned 
of  £157. 

Mr.  Morris  added;  “It  seems  that  siiu-e  Jan., 
1951,  the  company  lia<l  sustained  fairly  heavy 
losses  and  I  gattier  for  tl»e  .year  to  January.  1952, 
there  may  he  a  losis  of  upwards  of  €4,000.’’ 

Continuing  his  report  Mr.  Morris  said  that  in 
June  last  .John  Thomas  Plenty,  a  former  director, 
appointed  a  receiver  aiwl  manager  of  the  company’s 
business  umier  powers  containe<l  in  dehentiifes 
issiKNl  to  Mr.  Plenty  by  the  company. 

N’o  statement  of  affairs  had  been  filed  hut  ac¬ 
cording  to  information  given  to  Mr.  .Morris  there 
were  trade  creditors  for  about  £1,000  and  the  com¬ 
pany’s  bankers  were  owed  a  similar  amount.  In 
addition  there  was  the  claim  of  the  debenture 
holder  estimated  at  £2,.350 — Mr.  Morris  said  the 
validity  of  that  claim  woidd  have  to  be  investi¬ 
gated — and  an  amount  of  £1,185  dne  for  loans, 

Mr.  Morris  added  that  the  assets  had  been  esti¬ 
mates!  to  realise  £3,.500.  He  said  it  may  l)e  that 
the  company’s  business  could  be  sold  as  a  going 
concern.  The  failure  had  l>een  partly  attributed 
to  lack  of  continuity  of  management,  and  shortage 
of  capital. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Plenty  told  creditors  at  the  meeting 
that  he  was  negotiating  with  the  landlords  of  the 
company’s  premises  and  asided  that  he  hoped  to 
“come  forward  with  a  proposition  to  the  creditors 
and  take  over  the  assets  of  the  company.’’ 

A  resolution  was  p«s.sed  for  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  .Arnold  Miller,  accountant,  of  Russell  Rouare. 
W.C.,  as  liquidator,  together  with  a  committee  of 
inspection.
